Predictive Services Discussion: High pressure over the southwest U.S. will continue to steer monsoon
moisture northward through the central Rockies with wet thunderstorms today. High based thunderstorms are
also expected from Oregon through northern portions of the Great Basin. Further East, showers and
thunderstorms will be widespread from the High Plains through the Mississippi Valley as well as the gulf coast
region near a frontal boundary. Another trough of low pressure will bring unsettled conditions and gusty winds
to southwest Alaska.
